WHY ENGLISHMEN EAT MEAT. 


The true reason why we seem to the 


visitors of our restaurants to have no veg- 
etables is that the cooks of Europe have 
served an apprenticeship of a thousand 
years on the carcasses of ox, pig, sheep 
deer, goose, hare and other game and fish 
in fine variety. We .aro meat eaters be- 
cause our fathers had little else to eat 
Tho plains and green hills of the cold 
North wore dotted with wild grazing ani- 
mals, ns an Knoli«!i nttf]f 
i« nnn, axvUo^ 


tslope and bison. There was no green 
meat worth eating. A few generations 
only have passed since our now common- 
est vegetables came from the Continent. 
We are adding to their number every 
day, and thus by the aid of cultivation wu 
are winning back our way to a simpler, 
healthier food, and one more like in kind 
that on which man subsisted in the trop- 
ical or subtropical regions whence he 
originally came. 
But the education of 


the cook bars the way to progress. Even 
when he givei> us French beans they swim 
in butter' 
The French cooks, supposed 


to be the best, systematically make the 
natural flavor of the many delicate vege- 
tables of their markets secondary to that 
of butter—now, alas! often only cart 
grease or hardened oil. 


In our restaurants the best fish and 


meat are always procurable. The vege- 
table kingdom is usually represented by a 
mess of ill smelling cabbage and a boiled 
potato. 
Under the circumstances one 


wonders why anybody has the courage to 


time that this may be witnessed in the 
restaurants our gardens are full of tender 
vegetables. 
No doubt we may have 


much to do to improve them, and wo 
ought to grow more than we do. 
Never- 


theless, it will all be almost useless until 
there is a revolution in our modes of 
cookery, in the sense of cooking and 
serving for their own sakes, and in most 
caies without the aid of the animal king- 
dom, the more delicate green vegetables 
that are and may be grown in our gar- 
dens. Old or inferior vegetables require 
the art of the cook, and must be saturated 
with grease and spices to make them edi- 
ble. 
The true art of cookery1 is only to 


deal with the best and tendercst of each 
kind, and jealously preserve its flavor; 
but this art is in any general sense yet 
unborn. Those who know our markets 
best can also verify that no one con- 
nected with hotels or restaurants ever 
takes the same trouble to purchase the 
bo«t vegetables tliul they do wftli intmt, 
fish or game. They do "not know or in- 
quire after the best quality, much less 
pay for it. 
Our garden products should 


not be judged by a visit to any restaurant, 
however good.—Pall Mall Gazette.

THE REIWBLIVAIV CONVENTION. 


The Republican Convention met at 


ilarrisburg vesterday, and was called to 
order by Chairman Cooper. 
The opera 


louso was \ ell filled but not crowded, 
tickets bcin< hard to get. The announce- 
ment of temporary secretaries and ser- 
eant-at-armi and doorkeepers was made, 


and then UK roll of delegates was called. 


The secret ary then read the report of 


the Continc ital Hotel Conference com- 
mittee and the resolutions adopted at 
that confert nee, all of which were re- 
ferred to the committee on Resolutions. 


Judge K.rkpatrick was then elected 


temporary chairman, and was escorted to 
the chair b\ Messrs. Mullen of Cumber- 
land, and McMancs. He made a brief 
speech thanking the convention for the 
honor confei red on him. 


Messrs. J'ox of Berks, Aclieson of 


Washington, Ranslcy of Philadelphia, and 
Christy of Allegheny were elected tempo- 
rary secretaries. 


A committee on Credentials was then 


appointed. 
A committee of one from 


each senatoi ial district was appointed on 
permanent organization, and a similar 
committee on resolutions. 


The convention then adjourned to meet 


at 2 150 o'clock. 


When tilt Convention re-assembled, the 


Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported tiip name of Hon. George Lear 
of Bucks county for permanent chairman 
and a long list of vice-presidents and sec- 
retaries. 


Mr. Lear was conducted to the chair by 


General Lilly and Colonel David Taggart 
while the house rang with shouts of appro- 
bation. 
Mr. Lear took his stand near 


the footlights, adjusted his spectacles and 
put his eye1, very close down to his manu- 
script. A Prtiw correspondent says, the 
Convention at once showed its disappoint- 
ment. It didn't expect a written speed 
from George Lear, and did not want it 
There had been no sun all day, and now a 
twilight gloom pervaded the house. Mr, 
Lear put liis eyes down lower and his 
manuscript up higher, and in a voice 
scarcely audible five feet off tried to de- 
cipher his eloquence, but it was no use 
To the intense delight of the Convention 
he threw down his manuscript, threw 
his head and transformed himself into the 
George Le.ir whom ovoryhndy wanrprl to 
hear. 
His manner changed at once 


There was earnestness in his movements, 
fire in the clear, full tones that rcachcc 
the remotest part of the house. 
The 


Convention shook itself up and put in the 
applause whenever there was a good point, 
and that was whenever the speaker ren- 
dered a period. 


Ho conn1 eled harmony of action and n 


loyril obedience to tlia will of the Conven- 
tion. "The highest qualifications," said 
he, "for pu >lic trusts are the best recom- 
mendations, and superior fitness is o 
guaranty of the most cordial support 
liefore candidates present their names to 
the Convention they know its composition 
and the methods by which the members 
have been selected, and by a submission 
to their choice they waive all objections 
to their competency and the regularity 
publicans, selected by their respective 
constituencies in the manner which they 
chose to adopt or assent to, and no Re- 
publican has the right to assume that any 
delegate is not the representative of the 
people he is accredited to represent 
And no Republican has the right to as. 
sume that any candidate is supported or 
nominated ior any other reason than his 
personal mi rits, simply upon the grounc 
that interested competitors and their 
friends make such allegations. 


"It is nol for this Convention, nor for 


competitors, for its nominations, to punisl 
or reward the members of the party for 
political friendships or personal hostil- 
ities. The political promotion of an;

complaint to anyone who is not ambitious 
for the same position; and if he is ambi- 
tious for it, let it be shown that his merits 


a large number of delegates thought that

THE ANTI-CHINESE LAW. 


The anti-Chinese law will take effect in 


ninety days. It prohibits the coming ol 


CKtiioeo laborers, ckillod or unalcilled, for 
ten years and subjects to fine and impris- 
onment the master of iny vessel who shall 
bring them in violation of the act. Chi- 
nese laborers who were here November 
18,1880, the date of the treaty betwcer 
the United States and China, and those 
who shall arrive during the next three 
months are free to go from and return to 
this country, but every one is requirec 
before leaving to register and obtain 
from the Collector of the Port a certifi- 
cate of identification which will entitli 
him to reenter the United States. Ever; 
Chinaman who is not a laborer—that is 
Chinese travellers, students, &c.—coming 
to this country is required to present 
passport or certificate of identification 
obtained from the Chinese government 
Laborers without the requisite certifi 
cates are prohibited from entering thi 
United States by land as well as by watoi 
and any persan aiding them in violation 
of the act is made liable to fine and im 
prisonmcnt. This is intended to preven 
Chinese who may land at any port outsid 
of the United States from crossing th 
interior border. 
Any Mongolian 
wh 


succeeds in getting into the country con 
trary to the law may be removed by di 
rcction of the President after having beei 
proved before a justice, judge or Unite) 
States commissioner to be here unlaw- 
fully. 
The law makes no provision fo 


the admission of Chinese laborers \vh 
may want to pass through this to anothe 
country. The naturalization of Chines 
by -any State or Federal court is forbid 
den. Except in the period of suspension 
the act is pretty much the same as tha 
originally passed.

ASSASSINATION IX DUBLIN. 


OHD CAVENDISH AND SECRET ART BUKKJE 


KILLED IN PHOENIX PARK. 


BUBLIN, May 6.—Lord Frederick Cav- 


indish, the new Chief Secretary for Ire- 
and, and Under Secretary Thomas Henry 
Jurke were killed early this evening in 
Phoenix Park. Lord Cavendish and Earl 
Spencer had remained at Dublin Castle, 
engaged in the transaction of official 
)usiness until 6 P. M., when each drove 
,o his respective residence. After din- 
ner Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke went 
or a walk in Phoenix Park. They were 
both strolling in the Park about half a 
mile from the city gate and a quarter of 
mile from the Chief Secretary's lodge, 
when a car drove up containing four men, 
two of whom jumped down from the car 
and attacked Lord Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke, stabbing them both several times 
n the throat and breast 
The victims 


struggled hard for life, and in the strug- 
gle became separated, their bodies ba- 
ng found some ten paces apart. 


The tragedy occurred at about 7.10 in 
O 
« 


the evening, and in broad daylight. The 
bodies were first discovered by two young 
men who were riding bicycles through 
the park, and who immediately gave the 
alarm 
to the police. 
Surgeons soon 


reached the spot, but the police were al- 
ready bearing Mr. Burke's body away to 
the town, were an examination showed 
life to be extinct. The upper part of the 
body was perforated in a shocking man- 
ner, and presented a ghastly sight. Pro- 
ceeding further, the medical men reached 
the body of Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
which was being borne away from the 
park en a stretcher. The body of the 
Chief Secretary displayed the same dread 
ful wounds, in addition to which his left 
arm was broken and torn, as though he 
had put it up to protect his breast. Lord! 
Cavendish was quite dead. The bodies 
were taken to Stevens Hospital, where 
they will remain until an inquest is held. 


The locality of the outrage is terribly 


marked with blood 
The spot where the 


body of Lord Frederick Cavendish was 
found was absolutely deluged, while Mr. 
Burke's body lay in a pool of blood. 


It is said that after the act the mur- 


derers immediately drove off. There 
seems to be no clue to the assassins al 
present, but the police are taking most 
extraordinary measures to discover the 
perpetrators. 


A large quantity pf notes and gold coin 


besides their gold watches, were found in 
the pockets of the victims, which showec 
that the object of the crime was not rob 
bery. Great excitement prevails through 
out Dublin, and widespread indignation 
is expressed over the event. 


TIEC ASSASSINS' VICTIMS. 


Lord Frederick Charles Cavendish 


second son of the Duke of Devonshire 
and one of the two younger brothers o 
the Marquis of Hartington, was nearly 
forty-six years.old, and had been for sev 
enteen years in public life without at 
taining prominence. 
He was born a 


Compton Place, the Sussex seat of the 
fawWrn Ktwb.,aQ JR3(k JJis m 
lisle, died in 1840. Lord Frederic! 
Cavendish was educated at Trinity Col 
lege, Cambridge. 
He was Lord Gran 


ville's Private Secretary from 1859 to 
18G4, when Granville was President o 
the Council. In June, 1864, he marrie( 
Lucy Caroline, the second daughter o 
Lord Lyttleton and a maid of honor 
Since 1865 he had represented in Parlia- 
ment the North Division of the West 
Riding of Yorkshire until his appoint- 
ment to be Chief Secretary for Ireland 
Since the formation of Gladstone's pres- 
ent administration he has been Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
His elder brother. 


Lord Hartington, the leader of the Lib- 
erals during Mr. Gladstone's temporary 
retirement, was Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land himself from 1871 to 1874 ; and the 
youngest brother, Lord Edward, has been 
in the House of Commons since 1865 
The estates of the Duke of Devonshire 
are 193,000 acres in extent, distributed 
in fourteen counties, and the Cavendishes 
are said to be liberal landlords. 
The 


motto of the family is "Cavendo tutus" — 
"Safe by caution." 


The news of Lord Cavendish's selection 


to succeed Mr. Forster was a surprise to 
everybody. 
It was generally expected 


that the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
President of the Board of Trade, would 
be chosen. 
Then it was reported that 


Mr. Chamberlain urged the appointment 
of an Irishman. When Lord Cavendish's 
appointment was announced the English 
press professed their inability to under- 
stand it, and the theory was put forth 
that he was merely sent over as a clerk 
for Mr. Gladstone, so that the carrying 
out of the Premier's policy might be en- 
tirely in his own hands. 
The Poll Mali 


Gazette reported that the Irish, Scottish 
and provincial press for once agreed with 
the London papers in expressing surprise 
and dismay at so weak an .appointment. 
The Gazette pronounced that the appoint- 
ment was undoubtedly made to quiet the 
apprehensions of the Whigs in the Cabi- 
net. 
The Home Rulers in the Cabinet 


were said to be much disappointed. Mr. 
Parnell said he thought the appointment 
looked bad for the success of Mr. Glad- 
stone's plans. He was afraid Lord Fred- 
erick was too weak and vacillating. Mr. 
Labouchere, Liberal, said it was a farce. 
Mr. Healy, Land Leaguer, said : "We 
are glad Cavendish is appointed. 
He is 


sure to be such a failure that we cannot 
show him more quarter than is due the 
Government for what it has done. It is 
the worst possible thing for the Liberals." 
Mr. Shaw, M. P., said, the appointment 
showed that Mr. Gladstone's new policy 
would be small in all its details, and that 
he had lost all faith in the success of the 
movement. 
He thought Lord Cavendish 


was selected because he would consent to 
let the policj fritter away, while a man 
like Chamberlain would insist on carrying 
it through. 
The Daily News regarded 


the appointment with regret and wonder, 
and considered that a great opportunity 
iad been thrown away. John Bright 
admitted that Lord Cavendish was a col- 
orless man to a certain extent, and said 
he was appointed partly for that reason. 


"The task of outlining the Irish poliqy," 
«iid Mr. Bright, "will fall chiefly to Earl 
Spencer. He will be able to guide Lord 
Cavendish, and there is the greatest sym- 
pathy between them." 


Thomas Henry Burke was Under Sec- 


retary for Ireland under Chief Secretary 
Forster. He was known in Dublin as 
"Harry Burke," where he and his brother 
were two of the gayest beaux in the city. 
He was a tall, fine looking man of 38, and 
a general favorite in society. 


Pbcenix Park, Dublin, is the largest 


public park in Ireland, and nearly three 
times as large as the Central Park. 
It 


is oh the Liffey River, and within its 
boundaries are the Vice- Regal Lodge of 
the Lord Lieutenant and the Lodges of 
the Chief Secretary and Under Secretary. 
All official business is transacted at the 
Castle in the city, but the receptions and 
balls are- generally at the Lodge. 
The 


park is full of walks and drives, lined 
with bushes and trees, where men could 
easily conceal themselves, and as easily 
escape pursuit. 
There are largo, open 


lawns, one of them called "Fifteen acres," 
where the Land League has been holding 
meetings every Sunday. These meetings 
have been largely attended and very bit- 
ter in their nature.

tail consequences more ruinous than thos 
that have fallen to the lot of unhappy Ire 
land during the present generation. W

Trombore had been held by a 
Coroner's jury as an accessory to the pro- 
curing an operation upon Euthemia Shive 
— who died from the effects of malprac- 
tice. Trombore fled the county for a 
while, but returned and being tried by n 
Bucks county jury was found not guilty. 
Because of immoral and improper conduct 
in connection with the case, the lower 
court took the matter in hand and dis- 
barred Trombore. 
He appealed to the 


Supreme Court, however, and there ar- 
gued the case in person. Chief Justice 
Sharswood says that Trombore, who is a 
young man, has received a most severe 
lesson. There was no doubt of his in'dis- 
cietion, but the court find that as an offi- 
cer of the court Trombore has been guilty 
of no misconduct, and because of his per- 
sonal complications, Justice Sharswood 
says that under an act of Assembly he 
should not hare been disbarred. The 
judgment of the lower court was there- 
fore reversed and Trombore was rein- 
stated.
